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Vital First Step to Charter Reform 

The campaign for municipal reform in St. 
Louis is moving into two of its most important 
phases. The first is the period through April 6 
during which filings of freeholder candidates 
will be accepted. The second is the election 
May 8 of 13 of these candidates to revise or 
rewrite the city charter. 

Since a field of good candidates is the essen- 
tial preliminary to the election of freeholders 
who will do an acceptable job on the charter, 
the principal problem now is first-class candi 
dates. What does it take to make one? 

The legal qualifications could hardly be less 
stringent. Aside from being city residents, at 
least 25 years of age and owners of real estate, 
candidates need only obtain the names of 250 
qualified electors on their nominating petitions. 
Freeholder candidates run as nonpartisans, so 
they need not even express a preference for one 
political party or another. 

Superior candidates necessarily must be men 
or women of intelligence, integrity and consider- 
able physical stamina. The job is no sinecure. 
It is unpaid. And if the experience of the last 
board is any guide, the freeholders will find it 
necessary to conduct most of the people's busi- 
ness after they have completed a day's work. 

Members of the last board spent hundreds of 
hours on a charter that the people eventually 
rejected after a campaign of misrepresentation. 
The draft of that instrument is still available 
and it may ease the new board’s burden 

But that is not a certainty, and persons who 
are unprepared to make some sacrifices for the 
good of St. Louis ought not to file. Neither 
should members of the city central committee 
of either political party; freeholders are ex: 
pected to serve all the people, not just those 
who belong to the right pafty. 

This first phase of the campaign for charter 
reform is vital. Unless superior candidates file, 
and are elected, the hope for a good board and 
a fine new charter will be mighty dim indeed

Carrying the Freight 

Some interesting facts about Secretary Hum- 
phrey’s pride and joy—the 1957 budget with its 
projected surplus of $435,000,000—are coming 
to light. 

Achievement of the surplus depends, of course, 
upon the fulfillment of certain conditions, among 
them the maintenance of business volume and 
tax revenue at present levels. But the most in- 
teresting conditions of all relate to the Tennessee 
Valley Authority and the Postoffice Department. 

The budget is based on the assumption that

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Where Immigrants Are Welcome 

The great success that both Canada and Aus- 
tralia have experienced with their liberal immi- 
gration policies in recent years deserves the 
closest attention in the Upited States, where the 
McCarran-Walter immigration act and its sup- 
porters keep this nation from receiving anything 
like the number of immigrants that could easily 
be accommodated. 

Australia, with resources that are almost 
significant in comparison with those of the Unit- 
ed States and a population of only 7,000,000 in 
1945, has since then taken In 1,000,000 immi- 
grants from 20 lands. And in that time, accord- 
ing to a dispatch from Melbourne, Australia has 
made much progress. This progress is evidenced 
by such things as the doubling of steel produc- 
tion, an 81 per cent increase in electric power 
usage and doubled factory output end production 

Canada, with twice the population of Australia 


and many times more natural resources, has 
taken in 768,000 immigrants in the past four 
vears, according to a dispatch from Ottawa. 


About 32,000 of these Immigrants had to take 
advantage of Canada’s offer of interest-free 
loans to ‘immigrants lacking travel funds. 
Australia has in some instances paid the travel 
expenses of particularly worthy immigrants. 

Canada and Australia are the two countries 
closest to the United States in custom, culture, 
experience in self-government and standard of 
living. And they have had no problem of as- 
similation as a result of their libergl immigra- 
tion policies. Neither should the United States. 
Australia and Canada offer refutation to the doc- 
trine that an immigration policy should contain 
arrogant instruments of discrimination based on 
race, creed, color and national origin.

Purveyor to Asia, Africa? 

This test was not foreseen, 
Was perhaps not even ioresee- 
able in 1946 when the Soviet 
economy was still small and 
greatly damaged by the war 
The challenge of Soviet compe- 
tition has, in fact, come sudcen- 
ly up over the horizon in the 
past six months. 

What js it that is going to be 
tested?

PATHOLICS URGED 
TO STATE POSITION 


Bishops Asked to Tell if 
They Favor Adequate Pub- 
lic School Funds. 
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(AP)

WASHINGTON, Jan 
— Willard E. Goslin, 
president of the American As- 
sociation of School Adminis- 
trators, last night urged Catho- 
lic bishops to say “without res- 
ervations” whether they are in 
favor of adequate finances for 
the public schools. 

He said statements by the 
208 Catholic bishops in the na- 
tion “have seemingly convinced 
so many of their fellow Ameri- 
cans that they are opposed to 
adequate finances for the pub- 
lic schools.” 

Catholic sources declined to 
comment. Catholic bishops, in 
a statement last Nov. 19, said 
private and church-related 
schools “exist by right’ in the 
United States and that discrim- 
inatory treatment of them is 
unfair. 

In that statement, the bishops 
said “it would be blind preju- 
dice which would refuse to 
ecknowledge the tremen- 
dous accomplishment by the 
public educational agencies.” 

Goslin, former superintend- 
ent of schools in Webster 
Groves and now head of the 
division of school administra- 
tion at the George Peabody Col- 
lege for Teachers, Nashville, 
Tenn., made his address at the 
eighth annual meeting of Prot- 
estants and Other Americans 
United for Separation of 
Church and State, commonly 
known as P.O.A.U. 

The Catholic bishops said 
last ‘November that students at 
parochial schools should, by 
right, receive the same ‘“wel- 
fare” benefits as students at 
public schools. This was in- 
terpreted as referring to free 
bus rides, medical services and 
non-religious textbooks. 

In his address, Goslin spoke 
out against “the argument that 
citizens who support private 
school are victims of ‘double 
taxation.’” He added: 

“To argue that any individ- 
uals or groups should escape 
any part of their responsibility 
for supporting public education 
because they choose to send 
their own children to private 
or parochial schools, or should 
receive assistance for all or 
part of a school which they 


If the American economy is 
unique, then if we are to com- 
pete with the Soviet Union in 
the under-developed countries

The crucial problem is how 
the capital needed for develop- 
ment is to be obtained. In our 
own formative period in the 
nineteenth century, we received 
capital on loan from private in- 
vestors in Europe. 

In the formative period of the 
Soviet economy capital has been 
built up by the forced savings 
of the Russian people, a process 
which has meant the fierce com- 
pulsions and regimentation of 
the Soviet state, 


Not Private Enterprise. 


The question in non-Commu- 
nist Asia and Africa is at bot- 


tom this: Assuming, as one 
must, that private investment 
on the early American model 


will not be forthcoming on an 
adequate scale, nor acceptable 
for politice] reasons if it were 
forthcoming, is there any third 
way that can be taken’ 

This. I believe, is the ques- 
tion to which we shall have to 
find the ansver. There is no 
use telling the Asians to imi- 
tate the United States. 

We shall have at the outset té 
accept the fact that in these old, 
crowded, politically primitive 
countries, the initiative in the 
industrial development has to 
be taken by the government, 
that it cannot be expected to 
come from native private enter- 
prise. 

We shall have to recognize, 
too. that unless these countries 
are to follow the Russian meth- 
od of forced industrialization, 
they will have to get a consider- 
able part of their initial capital 
from the outer world, and as a 
matter of fact, from the gov- 
ernments in the outer world. 


Tempted to Copy Moscow. 


What is more, unattractive 
as it must sound in Congress, 
those underdeveloped countries 
will have to get more capital if 
they are turned to the West 
than if they turn to Moscow. 
For Moscow is a standing exam- 
ple of how to industrialize by 
forced savings at home and with- 
out foreign aid 


So if the Western aid is so 
meager that there is little vis- 
ible progress in raising the 


standard of life, the temptation 
to copy Moscow is bound to be- 
come very strong. For develop- 
ment with coercion, is a slower 
and a more expensive method 

Next vear'’s report will, we 
may safely predict, have much 
to say about these matters on 
which the present report Is 
silent. For we are drawn into 
a contest from which we cannot 
run away, a contest fought with 
weapons With which we are un- 
familiar. It is a contest which 
the President and his advisers 
did not foresee when they went 
to Geneva last. summer. 

It is a contest about 
' said almost nothing 
enlighten our people, per- 
haps because it is a contest 
about which they, like the rest 
of us, have just begun to think.

Sarnoff Suggests 
Leaves for Industry Work- 
ers to Teach Sciences.

Creation of a national educa- 
tion reserve corps of teachers 


to help win “the cold war of 
the classrooms” was urged last 
night by Brig. Gen. David Sarn- 
off, chairman of the board of 
the Radio Corporation of 
America. 

He proposed that industry re- 
lease—with full pay for at least 
a year—men and women to 
teach mathematics, physics, 
chemistry, engineering and re- 
lated subjects in their local 
schools, . 

It is vital to both national 
safety and the future of Amer- 
ican industry to meet the threat 
posed by the fact that last year 
Russia graduated twice as many 
engineers as did the United 
States, Sarnoff said. 

Given Forrestal Award. 

He spoke before 1400 repre- 
sentatives of military and civil- 
ian arms of the government and 
top industry leaders at a din- 
ner of the National Security 
Industrial Association, at which 
he received the James Forrestal 
memorial award for ‘“outstand- 
ing leadership in encouraging 
vital understanding between in- 
dustry and government in the 
interests of national security.” 

Earlier yesterday President 
Eisenhower transmitted to Con- 
gress the fifth annual report 
of the National Science Founda- 
tion which made the same point 
for which Sarnoff proposed an 
emergency remedy —that pro- 
motion of science education is 
“an urgent national problem.” 

Cordiality Over. 

Expressing belief that “the 
brief summer of Moscow's bogus 
cordiality is over,” Sarnoff said 

“Any intelligent American 
who surveys the world we live 
in knows that the conflict be- 
tween Communism and freedom 
is the problem of our time. 
Because we do not hear the

As a result of that decision, 
which held that a Kansas City 
public utility owed no taxes to 
a fire protection district on its 
distributable property in the 
district, public utilities in St. 
Louis county refused to pay 
1955 taxes to these districts in 
the county, Moore wrote. 


Declaring this represented an 
annual loss to the districts of 
$40,000 to $50,000, Moore said 
this was difficult to bear be- 
cause the districts have been 
operating “on a very close 
budget as their expenses have 
spiraled in the past five years.” 
He added that the utilities re- 
ceive.“*more than a fair share’ 
of the firefighting services pro- 
vided by the districts. 

A special session is necessary 
to permit the Legislature to 
apportion funds from the re- 
cently passed $75,000,000 state 
bond issue among the various 
penal, eleemosynary and educa- 
tional institutions. The Gov- 
ernor has not yet set a date for 
the session. 

Moore wrote Gov. Donnelly 
that unless some action was 
taken before May 15, when the 
fire districts must certify their 
1956 rates to the County Coun- | 
cil, they stand to lose their 1956 
revenue from public utilities as 
well as last years taxes, since 
the next recular session of the |

Failure or refusal to provide 
the segregated facilities could 
bring fines of $1000 per day, 
and injunctions could be sought 
to force compliance. 

To obey the proposed laws 
and also the ICC order, railroad 
and bus companies Would have 
to provide three waiting rooms 
and six restrooms. 

One waiting room and two 
restrooms would be for inter- 
state passengers. This waiting 
room presumably would not be 
segregated.

Any person entering a room 
not marked for his race could 
be fined $1000 and sent to jail 
for one year

Treasury Attorney Resigns 
Immediately—Cain Forced 
Case Open Again. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 27 (AP) 
—Clifford J. Hynning, a Treas- 
ury attorney who was dismissed 
in 1954 after an “adverse” se- 
curity finding, was given back 
his job today, and immediately 
resigned. 

A Treasury announcement 
said Hynning had been restored 
to duty after reconsideration of 
the case and “careful review of 
the entire record.” 

The case first came into the 
news last September when for- 
mer Republican Senator Harry 
P. Cain cf Washington, now a 
member of the Subversive Ac- 
tivities Control Board, said in a 
speech that a security officer 
had blocked the reopening of a 
Treasury security case despite 
the existence of new evidence. 

Cain did not name Hynning. 
However, Hynning in an inter- 
view identified himself as the 
employe referred to by Cain. 

The day after Cain's speech, 
the Treasury Department an- 
nounced that it was reopening 
the cas@ 

The Treasury's anneuncement 
today did not disclose the 
original charges that had been 
made acainst Hynning or the 
nature of whatever new find- 
ings may have led to the deci- 
sion to restore him to duty. 

It said tuat Hynning had been 
dismissed after a hearing by a 
three-member, non- Treasury 
hearing board. Later, the 
Treasury said, it received a 
letter from the former members 
of the hearing board stating 
that they had received informa- 


4\ tion which might have affected 


their decision If thev had 
possessed the information at the 
time of Hynning’s hearing. 

Hynning. a Chicagoan who 
' describes himself as a New Deal 
Democrat, had been employed 
by the Government for 16 years 
and was a $10,000-a-year at- 
torney in the general counsel's 
offfice of tne Treasury at the 
time of his dismissal. 

Before his employment by the 
Treasury in 1943, Hynning had 
been an attorney in the Office 
of Price Administration. 

The Treasury said no agree- 
ment has been reached yet on 
whether Hynning should receive 
back pay for the time between 
his dismissal and the restora- 
tion to duty, or what amount 
would be involved 

At the time his case came into 
the news through Cain's speech, 
|Hynning said that charges first 
were brought against him in De- 
cember 1953. He said he was 
charged with (a) membership in 
the Washington Bookshop, an 
organization, now defunct, on 
the Attorney General's subver- 
sive list, and ib

A STORY OF DELAY 


The Coca-Cola driver-salesmen were previously members of an unaffiliated "indepen- 
dent union" whose contract with the company expired Nov. |. This contract brought us wages 
which were considerably below those in the St. Louis soda industry. 


Most of the driver-salesmen in the entire soda industry are affiliated with the Teamsters 
Union. When a majority of Coca-Cola drivers signed authorization cards seeking Teamster 
representation, we filed our petition, as provided by law. 


The N.L.R.B. scheduled the first hearing on the case for Sept. 29. Thereupon began a 
series of company delays designed to block an election. 
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Company failure to co-operate in the hearings resulted in continuation of the hearings, 
first to Oct. 12, then to Nov. 8. 


At the Nov. 8 hearing, the company again engaged in delay. At that point, the driver- 
salesmen voted to strike in protest against the company's tactics. 


b WHY IS COCA-COLA ON STRIKE?

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Stirrings of Nature

AST WEEK we had our first snow; not as much as 
L would have liked, yet enough so that for a few 
days the fields were covered with a carpet of white. 
Our greatest interest in the drifting flakes is not in 
their pure and im- 
personal beauty, but 
is a practical 
one. dictated by the 
need of the parched 
earth for 
Thus we would have 
preferred to see a 
heavier fall and to 
have had it come 
after a spell of warm 
weather when the 
ground would soak 
it up. Now when the 
mid-day sun brings 
the temperature to 
thawing, most of the 
snow is taken up 
again into the air by 
evaporation and the 
earth gains little. 

As might be ex- 
pected, more birds 
flock to the feeders 
than we've seen so far this season and we are kept 
busy putting out suet and the mixture of peanut but- 
ter and mash feed which is the staple of the winter 
bird restaurant. We like to fill these in late evening 
and also to make sure there's plenty of grain in the 
feeding trays, for early morning brings our greatest 
number of customers. Even before dawn when I'm 
putting the coffee water on, I can look out the kitchen 
window and catch the constant flutter of wings before 
I can make out the individual birds. 

* a 

THE SNOW BROUGHT IN few more species, but a 
big increase in over-all numbers. Now it is not un- 
usual to count a dozen cardinals picking up grain 
which has fallen to the ground. Now and then theyll 
perch on the trays, but it seems that at this season 
their normal feeding territory is at ground level. This 
is also true of the junco which only occasionally 
learns that the real source of food supply is up at 
the trays. Other ground feeders which have come in 
since the snow are the white-crowned sparrow and 
the field, song and eastern tree sparrows, »One rather 
unusual bird which I've seen several times in the 
shrubbery close to the feeders is a migrant shrike, 
doubtless attracted by the plentitude of small birds 
in the area. At this season when there are few if an: 
insects to be had, this aggressive fellow is not averse 
to making a meal on any of the smaller species. Gen- 
erally, however, I observe it on the side of the house 
frequented by the English sparrows, a few of which 
we could well do without

fact, once when we surprised one attacking an injured 
cardinal, we had quite a time driving the shrike away 


so we could pick up the wounded bird. Even when 
I'd dropped my cap over the cardinal, the shrike con- 
tinued to dive-bomb us. Of all the other birds, the 
chickadee grows tamest in winter and if one had time 
it wouldn't be long before this jolly little fellow could 
be persuaded to perch on a shoulder or finger. Always 
when we put out feed, two or three chickadees are 
certain to follow us about. chattering in friendly 
fashion. And probably the next two, in respect to 
being tame, are the titmice and downy woodpeckers 
* *« * 

ALTHOUGH WE THINK OF WINTER as a time 
when most wildlife remains inactive, it takes only a 
new fall of snow to prove we're wrong. A hike on the 
first morning after the ground is covered is a reward- 
ing experience, showing how many creatures have 
been abroad in woods and fields and along the crecks. 
So much of the existence of the wild creatures is lived 
nocturnally that, unless one cares less about his sleep 
than I do, he is hardly conscious of all that is going 


on. Most numerous, of course, are the tracks of the 
cottontail: Down the country roads, across the fields 
and in and out of the briar patches they lead. And 
when snow stays on for protracted periods, as it Sel- 


dom does in our Ozark country, the rabbits beat out 
regular paths and runways through the thickets. Nor 
are the squirrels storm-bound by any but the hardest 
weather. Youll find a track Starting at the ioot of 
some old den tree and traveling a considerable dis- 
tance before disappearing up another. Somewhere 
along the way, if the ground beneath the snow isn't 
frozen too hard, you may find where the squirrel did 
a bit of excavating; although I've always doubted that 


these fellows remembered where they buried their 
hickory and walnuts during the autumn harvest 
“ x * 
TRACKS OF THE MICE are everywhere; the spe- 


cies depending pretty much on where you find the 
tracks. Our common ones are deer and white-footed, 
harvest and meadow mice, the prairie vole and in the 
woods, the larger wood rat which has a furry tail 
And Where we find the mice, we also find tracks of 
the shrew. Unless the weather is unusually severe, 
there are always other furbearers abroad which we 
may recognize by their tracks; racoon and opossum 
muskrat and an occasional mink and the long-tailed 
weasel which finds good hunting in the snow. And 
always there are the tracks of red and gray fox which 
hunt throughout the night and are apt to curl up on 
some southern sunny slope to do their napping during 
the warm afternoon. Sometimes, ‘too, we find where 
deer have come’ down to pick up the last pin oak 
acorns, while tracks of the wolf are fairly common 
This is not, as some people think, the coyote, but is 
the southern or red wolf and a close relative of the 
gray wolf. 

There are many other signs to be read in the fresh 
fall of snow. Bobwhites move freely out to feed if 
the weather is fair and now and then you'll find 
where a covey has been disturbed by a marauding 
hawk or fox. Then the snow shows the marks of wing- 
beats as the birds took off, and sometimes tells a tale 
a tragedy in scattered feathers and a drop of blood 

Stars are never as bright as on a snowy night: nor 
the earth as still. There is a feeling of solitude about 
such a night and when it is broken by the distant 
booming of a horned owl, the harsh and lonesome

LL of us are scared. I have

fearless person. When you 
consider how the earth has 
been spinning crazily—and un- 
predictably—on its axis during 
the past 40 years, this wide- 
spread anxiety is not remark- 
able 

Between world wars, depres- 
sion and potential future 
world conflagrations — our 
minds and emotions have been 
taking the brunt of all these 
harsh realities and future un- 
certainties. But this is not new. 
[hese pressures and tensions 
have not been reserved alone 
for Twentieth Century man. 

* Many tense, anxious patients 
say: “What a world we are liv- 
ing in. Human life seems cheap. 
Now that we're just about get- 
ting over the last war, we're 
testing out hydrogen bombs for 
the next one. No wonder peo- 
ple are nervous. It must have 
been wonderful in the old days 
when everything was quiet and 
peaceful. People weren't wor- 
ried then.” 

* _ * 

I REMEND such patients that 
few generations have escaped 
the yoke of suffering. History 
tells us that Americans weren't 
happy during the Revolution- 
ary and Civil wars. Catastro- 
phies of nature were not un- 
known. Cyclic economic de-

Retarded Children

ODAY we'd like to quote briefly from some letters 
T which parents of retarded children have written telling 

us of their experiences. 

Here is one from a mother who feels: “The hardest 
step to overcome is ac- 
ceptance of the fact that 
your child is retarded. 
Once this is done, get the 
advice of some qualified 
specialist. Find out the 
child’s mental age and 
treat him accordingly. 

“There are so many de- 
grees of retardation that 
each child presents its own 
problem. But if the child 
is clean and well groomed, 
the neighbors will be sym- 
pathetic, as they would if 
the child was crippled from some disease. 

“Most retarded children who are able to run and play 
are happy and lovable, but if the children in the neighbor- 
hood are unwilling to accept them, I would put them in a 
state school where there will be others who will accept them. 

“There are a great many retarded children who can be 
taught to do simple things, but parents are not the ones to 
do it... . Also parents must realize that there is no cure 
for mental defect and that the money that is spent running 
from one doctor to another would better be placed in a 
fund to help the child later when the parents may be gone.”

ANOTHER MOTHER WRITES, “I am taking the liberty 
of writing in the hope that I may be of help to the parents 
of other retarded children. There is no magic method, 
however. Just patience and faith. 

“as far as it is humanly possible, I treat my own re- 
tardéd child like a normal child. I know there's a differ- 
ence, but it can be made less apparent to her, to me, and to 
others if I let her know I expect decent behavior. This 
supersedes years of useless talking and explaining, 90 per 
cent. of which she couldn't understand. These children 
undegstand action, and even while they are still small they 
ean Tealize that if they inflict hurt on another they will 
immediately receive the same. In similar vein you must be 
most generous with praise and reward. 

“If the child responds to discipline, then we can pro- 
gress.to doing. Children who are retarded can do many 
things about the house and do them well. This in turn 
helpg'them to be respected by their families, and mention- 
ing ft to outsiders helps change their outlook. Neighbors 
and neighbors’ children can be the hardest problem.”
